to the abolishment of the use of hop- 
pli* in harness racing will be In even 
limited, operation and almost oimul- 
tnncously w(th the announcement of Its 
enactment the periodicals of the trot- 
ting turf are'asking whether the rule 
will ever become effective when It be- 
gins to bar hopples on horses of all 
ages 
Doubts are expressed as to.the 


power of the -National Trotting asso- 
ciation to isnforce the rule without los- 
ing a large number of its members 
among the fair associations and the 
half mile tracks, and tba impression 
seems general that ns between the 
two horns of the dilemma the central 
organization will not hesitate to choose 
whatever course will keep its member- 
ship roll Intact. 
. 
Departing from all plans that had 


been suggested for ridding the trotting 
turf of hoppled pacers, the recent con- 
gress of the National Trotting associa- 
tion framed the following rule: 


"Hopples shall not be used in races 


or performances against time on two- 
year-olds or under in 1910, on three- 
year-olds or under in 1912, on five- 
year-olds or under in 1914. after which 
time hopples shall be barred in all 
races." 
The purpose of tills rule was to let 


the hoppled pacers now racing or in 
training finish out their earners with 
their value unimpaired and at the 
some time to head off the youngsters 
coming on, so that when the time 
limit expires, In 1814, only K handful of 
hopples will remain to be affected by 
the final operation of the rule. 


Whether it will work out according 


to the expectations of the rule makers 
remains to be seen. Although no pae.er 
foaled in or after 190S can hereafter, 
under the rule, rare in hopples, every 
trainer In the country Is still free to 
start as many new hoppled horses as 
before, provided they are of the re- 
quired age. The crop of recruits In 
the coming campaign will not be re- 
duced to any appreciable extent what- 
ever by the operation of tire rule, since 
two-year-olds alone are affected this 
year. Next year another equally long 
list of accessions to the hopplrd bri- 
gade mny be expected, for the number 
of pacers under four years old on the 
turf is trifling.

his name in the "Hvrc d'or," and made 
a tour of the building which is elabor- 
ately furnished and contains some fine 
examples of.modern French art.

tribute to Paris and Its past, saying 
that he-agreed with M. Lepine'thar it- 
was a mistake to regard Paris as slid 
tourists, as a place of amusement.

By these he 
was conducted, to the Salles des Delib- 
erations, where he atter.defl a sitting of 
the city fathers, after which he signed 
his name In the "Ilvre d'or," and mode 
a tour of the building which is elabor- 
ately furnished and contains some fine 
examples of modern French art.

Since the Fair Grounds was sold there has been no suitable 


place for such a field day except Spalding park which of late has been 


preempted by the baseball fans. 
Washington park is not large enough to 


accommodate a very large crowd.

the nature of a permanent loss -when the Fair Grounds was sold by the 


Middlesex North Agricultural society. 


COL. ROOSEVELT'S LECTURE 
IN 
PARIS. 


The lecture delivered by Col. Roosevelt to the French cabinet and the 


900 students of the university of Paris was characteristic of the man and 
one of the best, he ever delivered. 
The subject was 
"Citizenship in 
a 


Hepublic," and on this topic he linked the United States and France as 
having the same form of government and much in common. The lecturer 
emphasized ihe duties of true citizenship, the obligation of the citizen of 
limited.means to work for hi? family anil if a. mini of fortune to work for 
the public good. 
The success or failure of the nation, he declared, will 


ultimately depend upon the way in which Ihe average man and woman does 
his or her duty, first, in ihe cvery-dny n'ffnirs of life and next in the great 
crises that call for heroic action. 
He condemned the men who never risk 


defeat by making the attempt to nc.complibh anything and who while oihers 
bnild up. these undertake, to criticize and point out where the man of action 
might have done better. Col. Roosevelt introduced the subject of race 
suicide in a forcible way. and on this topic said in port: 


"Finally, even more important thnn ability to work, even more 


Important than ability to tight at need, IB it 
to remember that 


the chief of blessings for nny nation is that It shall leave its seed 
to inherit the land. It was the crown of 
blessings in Biblical 


times; and it is the crown.of hlosflngfi now.

COL. ROOSEVELT'S LECTURE IN PARIS. 


The lecture delivered by Col. Roosevelt to the French cabinet and the 


900 students of the university of Paris was characteristic of the man and 
one of the best he ever delivered. 
The subject was 
"Citizenship in 
a 


Republic,'^ and on this topic he linked the United States and France as 
having the same form of government and much in common. 
The lecturer 


emphasized the duties of true citizenship, the obligation of the citizen of 
limited menus to work for his family nnd if a man of fortune to work for 
the public good. 
The success or failure of the nation, he declared, will 


ultimately depend upon (lie wiiy in which (he average man and woman does 
his or her duty, first, in the cvery-dny affairs of life and next in the great 
crises that call for heroic action. 
He condemned Ihe men who never risk 


defeat by making ihe attempt to accomplish anything and who while others 
build up, these undertake to criticize and point out whore the man of action 
might have done better. Col. Tioosevolt introduced the subject of nice 
suicide in a forcible wiiy, nnd nn this topic said in part: 


"Finnlly. oven more important than ability to work, even more 


important than nbility to light at need, Is it 
to remember 
that

back_to -Lynn from Bulgaria recently, 
charged, with the murder of Minas K. 
Mpnjian, last July,' has. raised a ques- 
ti&n relative to his culpability in the 
case which will be watched by lawyers 
with interest. He admits he shot Mon- 
jian In 'the latter's room on Central 
street, Lynn, but says it was done in 
the' act of showing a revolver to the 
man. 


. The body of Monjian.was a few days 
later found in a trunk in the 
room. 


The police scented a crime at once, ] 
and as Valbandian, who was shown to ' 
be a friend, of the dead man, had dis- 
appeared, they-sought him on the the- 
ory that, a murder had -been commit- 
ted. 
The body when discovered was 


dismembered. 
Both .Valbandian and 


Monjian were shoe workers in Lynn. 


-The arrest of Vo.lbandian was an in- 


ternational episode. There is no treaty 
for' the extradition 
of criminals be- 


tween the United States and Bulgaria. 
when finally Valbandian was. located 
in Siiistria, which is on the Danube 
river and the Servla border, his arrest

Valbadian had been traced to his na- 


tive city of Siiistria largely through 
the efforts of 'the editor of an Armenian 
newspaper in Boston. After the death 
of. Monjian .he kept his columns hot 
with a description of the missing Val- 
bandian, who was expected to return 
to the east. The paper is circulated all 
over the world where Armenians are 
settled. The first clew to the fleeing
